‘THE ANNUAL MEETING of the California Academy of Sciences will be held at 
8 p.m., Wednesday, October 6, in the Morrison Auditorium. The names of 
persons elected to the Board of Trustees and the Council will be announced, 
and reports of officers and staff members will be presented. 

Special arrangements have been made for Mr. Robert I. Bowman, Museum 
of Vertebrate Zodlogy, University of California, to show a color film: 


“INDEFATIGABLE ISLAND” 


This motion picture was hlmed during a scientific expedition to the Galapagos 
Islands, sponsored by the Museum of Vertebrate Zodlogy and the Associates in 
Tropical Biogeography, University of California, from November 1952 to May 
1953. Mr. Bowman will give a commentary on the film. 

With but few exceptions, all scenes in the film were photographed on the 
large, central island of the archipelago, Indefatigable. (It is on this island that 
Academy Bay is located. The bay was named by members of the expedition 
from the California Academy of Sciences which first entered the bay at 10 a. M., 
November 5, 1905. The name was afterwards recognized by the United States 
Hydrographic Office.) 

In the film the dominant geological and biological aspects of Indefatigable 
Island are presented in natural groupings beginning with the arid coastal low- 
lands and proceeding through the humid forested uplands to the treeless high- 
lands of the interior. The birdlife of the island features most prominently 
throughout the film, especially the eight species of finches indigenous to the 
island. 

Also coming in for attention are sea lions, marine and land iguanas, scarlet 
rock crabs, spiny lobsters, and, of course, the Galapagos tortoise. 

If you are by any chance feeling just a slight bit misanthropic be sure to 
come to the meeting—the film is devoid of any signs of human activity.

In a letter confirming details of the arrangements, Karl W. Kenyon, biologist, 
Fish and Wildlife Service of the Department of the Interior, wrote...‘‘Although 
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I had never met Dr. Haley I have heard so much about him that it was with 
deep regret that [ learned of his death last April. Many of the natives who were 
in school when he taught here have talked to me about him. His presence here 
certainly was a fine thing for the Pribilof Aleuts. From what I have been told 
he went out of his way to teach the people about the plants and animals of the 
Islands, and they remember what he told them of his experiences in Japan. 
His personality inspired an interest and enthusiasm that is unusual up here. 

“When Dr. Haley’s ashes arrive I will see that they are deposited beside 
those of his wife, here on St. Paul.” 


GaTHER Data aT SHARK DerbBy 


ON Seprember 19 members of the Academy staff joined forces with other Bay 
Area scientists to gather data at the eighth annual Coyote Point Shark Derby. 
Each year members of the staff have taken advantage of this event to gather 
information on the shark population of San Francisco Bay. . 

The scientists can never keep up with the fishermen, but on as many of the 
fish as possible they tabulate weights, lengths, sex, sexual maturity, and feeding 
habits (or at least the nature of each fish’s last meal). 

The scientific team, which numbered about 20, included students and in- 
structors from Stanford, University of California, San Francisco State, University 
of San Francisco, and San Mateo Junior College. From the Academy were 
Edith Hunter, Lillian Dempster, Robert P. Dempster, Dr. Earl S$.
